Tynes  B.  Hildebrand  of  Natchi- 
.  toches  has  been  named  basketball 
coach  at  Northwestern,  effective 
July  1,  and  will  succeed  Coach 
Huey  W.  Cranford,  who  an- 
nounced his  resignation  at  the 
end  of  the  1964-:  5  basketball 
season. 

Hildebrand  is  a  former 
Northwestern  cage  star  and  has 
served  his  nine-year  coaching 
career  at  Natchitoches  high 
school  on  the  campus.  His  teams 
have  produced  183  victories  and 
lost  76  contests.  Red  Devil  teams 
have  won  six  district  champion- 
ships, including  the  past  season 
when  they  lost  in  the  semifinals 
of  the  state  playoff  at  Shreve- 
port.  Natchitoches  was  the  state 
champion   in    1957-58. 

The  new  Demon  mentor  was  a 
prep  star  at  Florien  high  school 
where  he  was  an  all-stater  in 
1950.

Northwestern's  basketball  team 
ended  its  season  March  1,  win- 
ning nine  games  and  losing  17. 

In  the  Gulf  States  Conference, 
the  Demon  cagers  won  their  last 
game,  a  76-62  victory  over  Mc- 
Neese. 

Sophomore  David  Clark  was  a 
standout  performer  for  the  De- 
mon team,  averaging  17.4  points 
in  22  contests  and  20.3  in  10  GSC 
games. 

Clark  was  voted  to  the  second 
team  of  the  1965  Louisiana  Sports 
Writers  Association  All-GS'C 
selections,  receiving  one  of  the 
highest  votes  of  players  on  the 
second  five.

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NSC  Launches  Massive  Building  Program 

College  Sells  $8.1  Million  In  Bonds 
Gets  $1.7  Million  From  State  Funds

These  pictures,  captured  by  student  photographer  Lamar  Bates 
of  Natchitoches,  tell  the  dramatic  story  of  the  destruction  of  the 
I  familiar  water  tower  which  has  served  as  a  campus  landmark  for 
more  than  25  years. 

Workmen  toppled  the  tower  on  April  21  to  make  way  for  the 
new  student  union  building. 

Journalism  student  Pat  McMeel  of  Shreveport  researched 
Current  Sauce  files  and  found  that  water  towers  on  the  NSC 
campus  have  carried  the  Northwestern  "N"  since  1924.  This  symbolic 
letter  has  served  as  a  homing  beacon  for  students  since  that  time. 

The  traditional  purple  letter,  measuring  14  feet  in  height  and 
12  feet  in  width,  was  removed  from  the  tower  before  its  destruc- 
tion. According  to  Austin  E.  Brown,  superintendent  of  Utilities,  the 
salvaged  letter  will  be  placed  on  the  Fine  Arts  Building  in  the 
future  so  that  the  tradition  may  be  continued. 

There  were  lumps  in  some  throats  as  the  tower  fell.  An  un- 
identified man  in  the  center  foreground  of  the  lower  picture  appears 
to  be  giving  the  landmark  a  final  salute. 


Northwestern  State  College  is 
launching  the  largest  building 
program  in  the  history  of  the 
college  following  completion  of 
financing  of  an  $8.1  million 
building  program  on  April  2. 

NSC  President  John  S.  Kyser 
stated  that  this  program  is  being 
entirely  underwritten  by  income- 
producing  properties  and  does 
not  involve  expenditure  of  state 
monies.  Work  is  already  under- 
way on  some  of  the  eight  pro- 
jects, five  of  which  are  major 
facilities. 

Scharf  and  Jones  of  New  Or- 
leans was  low  bidder  on  $6-,100,- 
000  in  bonds  negotiated  for  sale 
on  April  2  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  This  figure,  added 
to  the  $2,000,000  sale  of  bonds 
negotiated  by  Dr.  Kyser  in  New 
York  last  year,  made  the  build- 
ing program  a  reality. 

Five   Major    Buildings 

Included  in  the  program  which 
was  approved  by  the  State 
Board  at  the  April  2  meeting 
were  the  student  union  building 
which  is  to  be  constructed  by 
J.  M.  Brown  Construction  Co.,  of 
Shreveport  at  a  cost  of  $1,269,863 
and  a  $717,621  dining  hall  to  be 
constructed  by  Tudor  Construc- 
tion Co.,  of  Alexandria. 

The  State  Board  also  author- 
ized construction  of  $2,019,000 
women's  dormitory  and  a  $1,- 
832,000  men's  dormitory,  which 
are  to  be  built  by  Jessie  H. 
Heard  and  Sons  of  West  Monroe 
and  Southern  Builders  of  Shreve- 
port respectively.  Those  two 
items  had  been  delayed  since 
Dec.  18  when  the  State  Board 
and  the  contiiadtors  agreed  to 
hold  the  bids  pending  sale  of 
bonds  for  financing. 


Fifth  major  item  on  the  list  is 
a  Shreveport  nursing  dormitory. 
"Lester  Haas  of  Shreveport  is 
rushing  final  plans  to  completion 
on  this  $900,000  project,"  accord- 
nig  to  Dr.  Kyser. 

Other   Items   Listed 

Contract  for  site  preparation 
for  the  student  union  building, 
the  men's  and  women's  dormi- 
tories, and  the  dining  facility, 
was  awarded  to  Melvin  Hall  of 
Montgomery  who  was  low  bidder 
on  the  $168,000  project.  Berg 
Mechanical  Inc.,  of  Shreveport  is 
to  extend  utilities  to  the  new  de- 
velopment at-'S-coisf  of  $294,000.

Final  item  in  the  program  is  a 
$63,903  contract  which  was 
awarded  to  the  Brunswick  Corp., 
for  a  6-lane  bowling  facility  to 
be  housed  in  the  student  union 
building. 

President  Kyser  stated  that 
such  items  as  furniture,  insur- 
ance and  interest,  printing  of 
bonds,  and  professional  services 
such  as  legal  fees,  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  breakdown  of 
costs. 

Governor  Allocates  $1.7  Million 

In  addition  to  the  $8.1  million 
secured  from  college-negotiated 
bonds,  the  Northwestern  admin- 
istration has  secured  $1,725,000 
from  the  second  half  of  Governor 
John  McKeithen's  $35  million 
bond  issue.  This  money  will  de- 
fray part  of  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion of  a  general  classroom  build- 
ing. President  Kyser  states  that 
the  administration  is  applying 
for  federal  funds  to  be  used  on 
the  project.  Amount  of  federal 
funds  awarded  for  the  project 
will  be  dependent  upon  the  use 
of  the  building.  Dr.  Kyser  stated 
that  federal  funds  could  total  as 
much  as  one-half  million  dollars.

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Baseballers  Fight 
For  First  In  GSC 

Coach  Alvin  (Cracker)  Brown's 
Demon  baseballers  were  battling 
to  remain  out  front  in  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  at  press  time 
for  this  edition  of  the  Columns. 

Going  into  a  non-conference 
double  bill  against  Centenary 
College  Thursday,  April  29,  the 
Demons  had  an  over-all  record 
of  16  wins  and  9  losses  and  a 
10-6  mark  in  the  GSC,  good  for 
first  place. 

Northwestern  had  four  remain- 
ing GSC  games,  two  at  South- 
western and  two  at  McNeese. 
The  Demons  were  scheduled  to 
meet  the  Bulldogs  Saturday,  May 
1,  and  the  Cowboys  Monday, 
May  3,  in  the  final  baseball 
action  of  the  season. 

Southeastern  was  making  a 
determined  bid  for  first  place 
and  split  a  pair  of  games  at  Nat- 
chitoches Monday,  April  26. 

Northwestern  has  combined 
good  hitting  with  effective  pitch- 
ing by  Tommy  Stewart  of  Doy- 
line,  Charlie  Johnson  of  Shreve- 
port,  and  Ronnie  Arnold  of 
Mooringsport.  In  25  games  the 
Demons  had  blasted  out  15  home 
runs,  five  in  one  contest  at 
Southeastern.  This  was  several 
times  the  home  run  production 
of  the  past  season  and  probably 
well  on  the  way  to  the  setting 
of  an  all-time  mark  in  this  de- 
partment. 

The  primary  reason  for  North - 
western's  push  upward  to  the 
top  spot  was  a  complete  shutout 
of  Northeast.  The  Demons  won 
two  from  the  Indians  here  and 
shocked  the  Monroe  team  by 
winning  a  pair  on  their  home 
field  recently.  Only  Southeastern 
has  won  more  than  one  contest 
from  Northwestern  this  season, 
taking  a  pair  at  Hammond.  The 
Demons  split  games  with  Louisi- 
ana Tech  (2-2)  and  Southwestern 
(1-1),  but  won  two  from  Mc- 
Neese.

However,  injuries  to  all-around 
track  star  Monty  Ledbetter, 
Gary  Johnson,  senior  pole  vault- 
er  and  high  jumper,  and  several 
other  performers  made  victories 
impossible  in  later  meets. 

At  press  time  for  this  edition 
of  the  Columns,  Coach  Ernest 
(Slim)  Howell  was  hopeful  that 
most  team  members  would  be 
ready  to  participate  in  the  North- 
east Invitational  at  Monroe  Sat- 
urday, May  1.  However,  he  was 
reluctant  to  take  any  chances  of 
losing  his  top  point  producers 
before  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence championships,  which  were 
scheduled  at  Natchitoches  here 
Saturday,  May  8. 

Britisher  Eddie  Watt,  distance 
runner,  was  the  leading  point 
scorer  for  the  Demons,  followed 
by  Dick  Reding,  who  has  per- 
formed well  in  the  shot  put  and 
discus.  Other  top  point  producers 
have  been  Irishman  Tony  Ward, 
Bob  Dufalo,  Glenn  Ermatinger, 
and  Amos  Grodjinovsky,  who 
once  competed  in  the  Olympics 
as  a  representative  of  his  native 
Israel. 

Dufalo  has  set  a  new  college 
record  in  the  880-yard  run  and 
Reding  a  new  mark  in  the  shot 
put.  Watt  has  set  new  marks  in 
the  two-mile  run,  indoors.
